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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 13, 14, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Pat. No. 6,375,234 to Brackmann. 

Brackmann '234 teaches Applicant's claim limitations including : a "vehicle" - as 
described in written description and abstract, a "door having a sill portion" - 13 as shown 
in Fig 4 for example, an "anti-theft sill knob and cable assembly for the vehicle, said 
assembly comprising a tubular sheath" - 9 as shown in Fig 4, a "for protectively 
surrounding a cable" - 10, a "housing" - including 12, "comprising a knob guide" - the 
narrowed (interior diameter) portion generally below part 13, a "shield" - the housing 
portion generally housed within 13 as shown in Fig 4, a "ledge" - the wide portion of the 
housing immediately below 13, a "floor" - the interior portion of the housing where the 
change in diameter from above (large) to below (small) is effected, "chamber portion" - 
that portion of the housing where 3 may operate, "at least one wall" - the interior surface 
of the upper or 'shield' portion of the housing. 
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As regards claim 14, portion at 12 anticipates limitation. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Pat. No. 6,375,234 to Brackmann in view of U.S. Pat. No. 5,010,780 to Hatfield. 

Brackmann '234 teaches Applicant's claim limitations except for the shape of the 
collar where it the cross-sectional shape is not shown or described but might be 
assumed to be either circular or rectangular for example. Hatfield 780 discloses two 
embodiments of knob 34,34' and corresponding knob guide; one having a circular 
cross-section and the other a rectangular cross-section where the shape of the two 
embodiments is equivalent as regards the function provided. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide the knob 
and collar of Brackmann '234 with a rectangular cross-section shape as taught by 
Hatfield 780 as a matter of design choice or engineering expedient for example to 
prevent rotation of the knob relative to the knob guide. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would have more than a reasonable expectation of success since both arrangements 
are known in the art and the choice of either would not otherwise affect up and down 
function of the knob required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments have been considered but the limitations defining the 
invention read on the structure of the prior art that is in the same field of invention as the 
present invention whereby it is the examiner's position that no patentable distinction has 
been clearly pointed out in claims now rejected. It has been held that claims in a 
pending application should be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In re 
Pearson, 181 USPQ 641 (CCPA 1974). The law of anticipation requires that a 
distinction be made between the invention described or taught and the invention 
claimed. It does not require that the reference "teach" what the subject patent teaches. 
Assuming that a reference is properly "prior art," it is only necessary that the claims 
under consideration "read on" something disclosed in the reference, i.e., all limitations 
of the claim are found in the reference, or "fully met" by it. Kalman v. Kimberly-Clark 
Corp., 218 USPQ 789.
